Herbert, Jr., Has Small In- 


fection — Full 
Recovery 


Expected 


Washington — (A>) — Dr. Joel T. 


Boone, the "White House physician, 
said today a complete diagnosis of 
the illness of Herbert Hoover, Jr., 
had disclosed a small tubercular in- 
fection in his chest. 


The diseased area is small, "Captain 


Boone said. Since the diagnosis had 
been made early, there is every rea- 
son to view the outcome of the presi- 
dent's son's illness optimistically. 


The condition was held to be a re- 


sult of the general run down condi- 
tion of the 28-year-old man. 


The president's son was taken last 


week to the presidential lodge In Vir- 
ginia and -was believed to be suffer- 
ing from 
an 
intestinal disorder. 


Diagonsis -was not completed, how- 
ever, until this week. 


Doctor Boone said early suspicions 


of a tubercular infection were con- 
firmed. 


The president's son will stay at the 


mountain camp probably until frost 
comes and then will be brought to 
the White House for another com- 
plete examination. Future treatment 
will be decided at that time. 


Dr. Boone said the patient had 


gained weight and was in much bet- 
ter condition after the one -week of 
rest and regular diet. 


It properly treated, the physician 


said, he had every reason to believe 
full'and complete recovery is likely, 
but it -will take months of rest and 
diet.

•war on federal prohibition agents, in 
the opinion of dry officials of the 
Pennsylvania and Is'ew'-Jersey dis- 
tricts, who today were prepared to 
meet further attacks of the sott 
which caused the death of John G 
Fmiello. 
Fimello was slain Friday -in the 


course of a raid on the Rising Sun 
brewery in Elizabeth? He fell with 
about a dozen bullets in his body 
before he had a chance to draw his 
gun. The murderers escaped. 


The counter-attack with which this 


raid -was met and the violence dis- 
played by thugs at the'raid on the 
Peter Breidt brewery in Elizabeth, 
not far from the Rising Sun brew- 
ery, several days ago have convinced 
agents that the Philadelphia men 
are determined to meet With bullets 
all attempts to interfere with their op- 
erations in Jsew Jersey. The agents 
have been conducting a series of 
raids on breweries in this state, where 
a good part of the Philadelphia and 
Kew Tork city beer is manufactuied. 


All Friday night, as a precaution 


against a renewed _ attack, armed 
guards were In control at the Rising 
Sun and Peter Breidt plants, less 
than a mile apart. The Rising Sun 
brewery was bathed in flood lights 
iand machine 'guns-,were-ij. evidence 
-all over the big™ plant. 


The violence with,which the raid- 


ers were met at the Peter Breidt 
brewery a few days ago was peace- 
ful compared with that which they 
faced at the Rising'Sim" establish- 
ment — a plant which has "been raid- 
ed five times since prohibition. 


GDXMEN APPEAR 


There a dozen gunmen apeaied un- 


expectedly from, another part of the 
building, held up and disarmed the 
raiders, shot down Finlello, against

STEEL PRODUCERS 


STRESSING PRICE; 


DEMAND STILL LOW 


Producers Finally Become 


More Cordial in Relations 
With Each Other 


Special Dispatch to Post-Crescent 
Pittsburgh—(CPA)—The steel pro- 


ducers have no hope of steel demand 
giving them what would be consider- 
ed a fair and economical operating 
rate in the near future. Doubtless 
that is one reason why they have 
lately been addressing themselves to 
the matter of prices. 


The matter of tonnage apparently 


involving no important swings^ the 
matter of what can be done with 
prices becomes of chief interest. The 
human element is important, but it 
cannot be gauged accurately. For a 
year and a half past there has been 
talk about relations between pro- 
ducers not being altogether as cor- 
dial as they used to be ana there has 
been still more talk since the Rs- 
pubhc merger and the'conflict about 
the 
proposed Youngstown Bethele- 


hem merger. In the last two or three 
weeks, however, the talk has been of 
more cordial relations springing up, 
which should be attributed to a phil- 
osophy of necessity. 


PRODUCTION SAME 


Steel ingot production' in the last 


three months has varied but little 
and has averaged about 
36,000,000 


gross, tons per annum. This is 64* 
per cent of capacity,existing Dee. 31, 
1925, and 54 .per cent of capacity in 
prospect for Dec. 31, 1930, when no 
inconsiderable part of construction 
work now in progress will not have 
been completed. The rate is 81-5 per 
cent of production in 1925, when the 
record production of 1917 was passed. 
It Is 20 per cent over the production 
in the two biggest years before the 
war, 1912 and 1913. Even, in a gen- 
eral business depression- and in the 
dull part of the year, the country has 
been consuming a great deal of steel 
"If would, probablyKbe incorrect to 
say~that there has "been no seasonal 
increase ^in steel -demand. There is 
-probably *a-little better.buying than 
in June or'July, which'must be sea- 
sonal as it certainly is not to be 
ascribed to- business generally being 
better now than then. 
However, 


there is no increase of any material 
consequence as^to tonnage or earn- 
ings. The latter will have "to depend 
on prices for some months to come, 
as tonnage cannot be expected to in- 
crease greatly. Soon it will be time 
for the usual year-end decrease.

Residential Activity. Fails to 


Catch Up With Parade, 
However

Washington —(CPA)—There 
has 


been a sharp Increase in building 
construction since the middle of Aug- 
ust. This has not been entirely con- 
fined to public works and commer- 
cial and industrial projects. But it 
is evident that it is going to be some 
littlu time before 
residential con- 


struction catches up with the proces- 


on. 
The home building industry is pay- 


ing for individuality and this is a 
supei-charge, according to bankers 
and contractors. In time of active 
prosperity, owners, 
builders, and 


bankers are not loath to meet this 
charge. But in the times of business 
depression, none can afford it. This 
is one of the things which has check- 
ed building. 


Prices of building materials have 


receded and it should be an advant- 
ageous time to build, from the com- 
modity market viewpoint. Lumber 
stocks are selling at low figures, al- 
though logging and mill operations 
in the south and in the Pacific north- 
west are low. Cement production is 
curtailed but mill capacity is so far 
ahead of demand that, the industry 
.s not particularly prosperous and 
prices are low. Many forms of struc- 
ural steel are at low figures. 


LABOR NOT HIGH 


Labor costs are not high compar- 


ed with recent years, although they 
have not receded as have commodity 
prices. This is due to the fact that 
;ime is a big element in commercial 
construction and builders are willing 
to pay high prices and overtime for 
speed, figuring that rentals during 
:he time saved will more than pay 
for the extra expense. 


Despite "this, it is difficult to con- 


vince prospective home owners and 
lousing 
constructors that 
they 


should build now. Much of the ad- 
vantage instanced above 
is 
lost 


through demand for "individuality." 
Homes are not subject as yet to 
mass production methods of build- 
ing. 


Commercial structures are made 


in units which have a small cube or, 
as the engineering specialists calL it, 
a module by which, the proportions 
of all parts are regulate'd. These are 
all of one standard stj-le and shape 
and practically all lengths, breadths, 
thicknesses, and weights of materials 
are alike and can be cut and pur- 
chased in bulk without loss due to 
cutting. This allows of speedy assem- 
bly and low cost of skilled labor. 


Homes embodying the individual 


ideas of architects or even of the 
owners themselves do not lend them- 
selves to these savings in construc- 
tion. Consequently construction costs 
are high and in times of business de- 
pre^ion it is difficult to induce home 
"oVners""to build or bankers to loan 
the money to finance such construc- 
tion. 
, 
' 


This is not the case with apart- 


ment houses, but the requirements 
.for dwellings'of this character have 
been well filled for some time to 
come. 


In view of these facts, many con- 


structors feel that home building will 
continue to. lag- somewhat 
behind 


commercial construction even after 
the present building industry depres- 
sion is past.

cal compound of sulphate salts as 
shredded cactus leaves are tramped 
by wooden-sandaled men in a silo, 
Corbin has produced ensilage said 
to equal grass or corn fodder in 
food value. 


One pounds of the sulphate salts 


to every ton of ensilage, he says, 
quickly reduces the woody thorns to 
a semi-liquid condition, harmless to 
livestock. 


Corbin estimates cactus ensilage 


will cost 
one-fourth as much as 


corn ensilage does in the 
"United 


States. He expressed the opinion at 
his home here that cactus feed 
might be shipped in airtight contain- 
ers to the dairy regions of the north. 


Tho discovery may be utilized in 


tha semi-arid caitle country extend- 
ing from Texas to California and far 
south into Mexico where the desert 
plant abounds.

ment under Dr. Howard E. Enders 
and in cooperation with the Helium 
Company of Louisville. 


The hope that 
helium may not 


be as bad as nitrogen is based upon 
the fact that it is less soluable than 
nitrogen. Helium is odorless, taste- 
less and colorless. It also is inert, 
which means that it does not com- 
bine readily with other elements, a 
quality which accounts for its safe- 
ty 
from 
explosion when used in 


dirigibles.

phere harms the rats. White rats 
are the animals nearest like hu- 
mans in metabolism, the processes 
of producing energy.

To go into reverse would make us 
a nation of pessimists just as surely 
as the post-war spurt made us a na- 
tion of optimists. Secondly, just as 
the creditor class is hit by a time of 
rising prices, the debtor class suffers 
when prices go down. 
Industrial 


firms floating bond issues' would be 


- hard hit. The luckless farmer, need- 


ing an annual mortgage to move his 
crops, would sweat even more than he 
is sweating now. Furthermore, inter- 
national debts would be seriously af- 
fected. Many economists, Mr. Cress- 
will points out, Insist that both German 
and allied war debts to the United 
States will be repudiated if commodity 
prices generally slip below a level at 
least 25 per cent above the 1913 level. 
No one needs to ponder that outlook 


- long to find plenty of clouds on the 


horizon. 


To be sure, none of these dire things 


has happened yet. The present slump 
may be followed by a strong rebound. 
Prices may start rising again. The con- 
trollers of International credit, Mr. 
Cresswill asserts, are even now plan- 
ning to expand credit and thereby send 
prices upward. But the situation/at 
all events, is-serious enough to call 
for real stud}'. The next few years 
obvioush-, will place a premium on co.ol 
business judgment, efficiency 
and 


brains. The da}- of the opportunist 
and the bluffer Is about over. 


OUR BILL- OF RIGHTS 


Chicago, in Its celebration of Con- 


stitution Week, has made use of the 
opportunity to start, In its schools and 
clubs, a study of "the freedom granted 
American citizens under the constitu- 
tion." It is a good thing to empha- 
size this side of the great" document. 
The constitution Is regarded by too 
many people as merely imposing a lot 
of unpleasant restraints and responsi- 
bilities. As a matter of fact, It is a 
great human document which guaran- 
tees, in legal form, the freedom claimed 
la the Declaration of Independence and 
fought for in the revolution. 


Tills is particularly true of the "Bill 


of Rights" comprised In the first ten 
amendments, submitted to the states 
!>y the first congress which assembled 
tinder the constitution, and promptly 
ratified by them. Those amendments 
richly repay study at a time when |oo 


many Americans, forgetful of their na- 
tional ideals, seem inclined to prefer a 
Russian or Italian tyranny. Those 
amendments guarantee all of us free- 
dom of religion, freedom of speech, 
freedom of press, freedom of assem- 
bly, freedom from unreasonable search 
and seizure, freedom from unwarranted 
arrest and imprisonment, freedom from 
confiscation, assurance of fair court 
trials when arrested, and freedom from 
all authority not expressly delegated 
to the government. 


It would be a good thing for every 


American 
citizen, especially 
every 


public official, to read that Bill of 
Rights once a year. The rest of the 
constitution^ generally speaking, we 
can take for granted. 
These vital 


things we have to keep fighting for.

NOISY MINORITY 


President von Hindenburg announc- 


es that he will fight to the last ditch 
any attempt of the Fascists or Hit- 
lerites to usurp political power in Ger- 
many. This is reassuring news. Von 
Hindenberg still looms as the most 
powerful figure in Germany. Through 
his chancellor, Heinrich Breuning, he 
will make Immediate overtures to the 
Socialists and center parties for a cab- 
inet coalition which favors the repub- 
lic. 
There is every reason to believe 


that such political unity as will pre- 
serve the constitutional status of Ger- 
many will easily be found. The Fas- 
cists themselves represent less than 
one-fifth of the chamber of deputies 
and counting in even the Communists 
and Nationalists, with neither of whom 
they are agreed on a positive program 
unless it might be a temporary dicta- 
torship, they are a small minority. 


It was the remarkable gains made by 


the Communists and Hitlerites that 
momentarily shocked and alarmed both 
Germany and the rest of the world, 
rather than the actual strength they 
will be able to command in the reichs- 
tag and in the political affairs of the 
nation. The substantial men of Ger- 
many, aside from a comparatively few 
junkers, are resolved to perpetuate the 
republic at all costs. They will find 
it difficult to meet some of the attacks 
upon their policies, particularly relat- 
,ing( to taxation and the carrying out 
of the Young agreement in good faith, 
but on the broad proposition of pro- 
tecting and ^reserving-the; constitution 
and the republic, an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the German people will in 
all probability stand firm." 


There is- no short cut for Germany 


to economic restoration -which evades 
or avoids the penalties of losing the 
war. 
She must pay the price of defeat 


regardless of what kind of government 
she has. Realizing this the sober in- 
telligence of the country, which is of 
a high order, will naturally support 
that form of government and those 
national policies which promise to re- 
deem inescapable obligations In the 
best manner and with the best results. 
It is conceivable that a Mussolini 
might accomplish more for the nation 
in a limited period than any repre- 
sentative government, but there is not 
another Mussolini and in the long run 
the republic will do more for Ger- 
many than Fascism can hope to do for 
Italy.

Analysis estimate that industrial 


production so far this year has ran 
about 18 to 20 per cent below that of 
a year ago while corporation, profits 
have decreased from 15 to 20 per 
cent. However, the cloud has a sil- 
ver lining: in the well sustained divi- 
dend payments by corporations. 


The decline in business and in pro- 


fits, moreover, has not been un- 
animous. It was refreshing- to have 
the management of the

Shoe company, operating a chain of 
more than 90 stores, announce that 
its business has been running ahead 
of that of a year ago and that the 
company had increased the dividend 
rate. The number of corporations 
which are in a similarly happy posi- 
tion is perhaps, larger than one 
would think. 


MANY SHOW INCREASES 


A compilation of earnings reports 


so far issued this year shows that 
24 corporations have reported in- 
creases over last year, -whicli ad- 
mittedly -was the most prosperous 
period in the nation's history up to 
the middle of the summer. In other 
•nords, comparisons are being made 
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with operating results prior to the 
decline which set in last July. The 
number of companies which showed 
diminished earnings was, to be sure, 
substantially larger. It totals 493 
or about twice the total showing in- 
creases. The ratio of one to two is 
not a bad one, however and tends to 
prove that conditions have not been 
uniformly bad. - 


The record of corporation, divi- 


dends is even better than that of 
earnings. On the whole, strange as 
it may seem, stockholders of corpora- 
tions have drawn, down materially 
larger incomes from their invest- 
ments so far this year than they did 
during the corresponding 1929 period 
and that despite the fact that 1929 
dividend totals'registered a new high 
record. 


Out of 1,319 corporations of which 


statistical records have been kept 
only 109, or less than 10 per cent 
have cut their dividends while 55 
have increased them and 1,055 com- 
panies have made no change. Still 
more impressive is the statistical 
evidence on aggregate amounts paid.

Programs 


that will dazzle even the most fas- 
tidious of radio listeners are 
plan< 


ned by the Columbia Broadcasting 
system for the oncoming radio sea- 
son. 


William S. Paley, the 28-year-old 


president of this three-year old en- 
terprise, said today that unprecedent- 
ed heights in program achievement 
will be attained by the network to 
meet the enlarging demands of its 
audience. On broadcasting's 
four 


broad fronts—entertainment, educa- 
tion, promotion of international re- 
lations, and advertising—these de- 
velopments will take place in "stag- 
geringly new proportions," he as- 
serted. 


A series of philharmonic concerts 


under the batons of such distinguish- 
ed maestros as Toscanlni, Kleiber 
and Molinari, will be offered to the 
radio audience for the first time; the 
voices of such overseas notables as 
H. G-. Wells, Viscount Astor, Sir Ol- 
iver Lodge and 
Premier 
Pvamsay 


MacDonald, will cross the Atlantic 
and percolate into the homes of lis- 
teners, while a "total of 105 programs 
for the classroom, under the direc- 
tion of some of the foremost educa- 
tors of the country, are 
promised 


during the ensuing- months, 


SIORE STATIONS NOW 


Columbia programs, 
Mr. Paley 


claims, can be heard on 99 per cent 
of the radio receiving sets in 
the 


United States, and it is estimated 
that there are some 14,000,000 sets. 
A network of 75 stations is lined up 
for 
some of these 'programs, as 


against 54 Columbia affiliated 
sta- 


tions a year ago. 


"We face this year a greater radio 


audience than ever before—an aggre- 
gate of listeners such as history has 
never known, an army that is prob- 
ably Increasing, at the rate of 400,- 
000 per month," said Mr. Paley. "For 
the most part, this is a 
radiowise 


audience. It is increasingly aware iff 
the possibilities that lie> behind the 
snap of a switch and the'twist of the 
dial, an audience of rapidly improv- 
ing- taste and discrimination. 
Our 


listeners are more an dmore awara 
of the possibilities of entertainment 
and education that lie within our 
present powers." 


Technically, the 
network 
has 


shown vast improvement, Mr. Paley 
declared. Intensive development of 
the facilities of associated stations, 
he asserted, will enable the system 
this year "to put out a finer o;uality 
of programs than ever before and to 
maintain a degree of uninterrupted 
and unimpeded service to the listen- 
er such as, only a few years ago, 
seemed an idle dream." 


PERMIT NEW STATION 


^Coincident with" Mr. Paley's 
an- 


nouncement, came the decision of the 
utilities commission of New Jersey to 
permit the Columbia network to lo- 
cate its new 50,000 watt transmitter 
for station WABC within its borders. 
The action follows a terrific clash 
between the state and the chain of a 
year's duration, and centered around 
claims that the transmitter would 
blanket out reception of. other sta- 
tions by listeners in the vicinity. The 
new transmitter will be the finest 
and most modern high-power key 
station "in all the world," Mr. Paley 
claimed. 


"There are other things in pros- 


pect that the radio listener will wel- 
come as they develop," the execu- 
tive said, "but it is our policy not to 
make predictions in advance of cer- 
tainty <•£ accomplishment. I can only 
say now with regard to television 
and any other innovations, that Co- 
lumbia is abreast of developments 
and prepared to give its audience the 
benefit of the utmost that can be 
done."

SCIENCE UNCOVERS 
PRACTICAL PURPOSE 


FOR COSMIC R A Y S 


Promise to Extend Weather 


Forecast Service, Profes- 
sor Says 


Pasadena, Calif. —W)— The latest 


marvel of science — discovery of a 
practical use for cosmic rays — was 
revealed to the National Academy 
of Sciences today by Dr. Robert A. 
Millikan, 
Nobel prize 
winner in 


physics and president of the Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology. 


They are used in a new kind of 


barometer and promise, he said, to 
extend the science of weather fore- 
casting'. 


The discovery was largely due to 


a trip far into Canada toward the 
north magnetic pole from which Dr. 
Millikan returned a few days ago. 


"When science discovers something 


new, 
he remarked, man is sure to 


find a use for it. But finding a use 
for cosmic rays astonished 
even 


members of the National academy, 
for this radiation is still one of the 
mysteries, so new that scientists dis- 
agree about its origin. The rays seem 
to come from outer space, and are 
so powerful that 
they 
penetrate 


about 700 feet of water and many 
inches of lead —X-rays are pigmies 
by comparison. Yet cosmic rays pass 
straight through man without being 
noticed. They are detected with elec- 
troscopes. 


THEORX ON SOURCE 


Di- Millikan, one of the leaders in 


proving their existence equally,upon 
mourtai tops, in ballootis and deep 
in. earth, believes they come from 
the tremendous energies expended in 
creation of matter somewhere in 
space.' 
'" 


Some other scientists hold they 


can'come only from annihilation "of 
matter, probably at millions of de- 
gveas 'in. the hot centers of stars, 
where substance is packed tightly at 
densities undreamed of «n earth. 


"From the first," Dr. 
Millikan 


said, "We ourselves have thought 
the evidence satisfactory that these 
rays are ether waves of frequencies 
a thousand times and more than 
those of the hardest X-rays, but oth- 
ers have thought that they might 
not be ether waves at all, but high 
speed electrons. 


"If they were the latter 
they 


would of recesslty be influenced by 
the 
earth's magnetic 
field, and 


should be stronger near the magnet- 
ic pole than at low 1- titudes. I went, 
therefore, this summer to the settle- 
ment which is much, the nearest to 
the north magnetic pole of any set- 
tl~ment on earth, namely Churchill, 
about 700 miles due south of the 
pole on the west side of Hudson's 
bay. I took observations continuous- 
ly day and night for a week. The 
Aurora played brilliantly on three 
nights, so that if these pnenomena j 
are in any way connected the oppor- 
tunity for bringing to light the con- 
nection could not have been better. 


"The results show that the cosmic 


rays have precisely the same inten- 
sity "at Churchill in latitude 59 as at 
Pasadena in latitude 34. 


"The indications are, first, that the 


cosmic rays enter the earth uniform- 
ly from all portions of the sky; sec- 
ond, that they eonsist_as they enter 
the earth's 
atmosphere of 
ether 


waves, not of electrons." 


DESCRIBES EXPERIMENTS 
Dr. Millikan told of experiments 


showing that the air acts as a blan- 
ket to stop some of the rays. "Where 
the barometer registers pressure by 
the weight of air, the electroscope 
gives the atmospheric density di- 
rectly by recording the amount of 
rays transmitted. Dr. Millikan said 
his present electroscope is 14 times 
as sensitive as one used four years 
ago.

"The cosmic ray electroscope," he 


said, "is a, simpler and a more fun- 
damental instrument than the baro- 
meter. I expect It to be a big aid in 
bringing about advances in the as 
yet little developed science of met- 
eorology, and ultimately to find a 
place in meteorological stations. 


"The air is simply an absorbing 


blanket interprosed between us and 
a.constant source of radiation com- 
ing- into the -earth, uniformly from 
all directions. Every eruption 
or 


wave or ripple in that blanket is ac- 
curately reflected by the cosmic ray 
electroscope of the type here used. 


"The changes it reveals are con- 


siderably larger than the changes 
revealed by the barouieter, because 
it cares" nothing about the temper- 
ature, .but only about the mass of 
the interposed layer of air, while 
with the barometer a. rise in temper- 
ature often masks the thinning of 
the air blanket above. The two In- 
struments between 
them 
furnish 


mo. 
information about the condi- 


tion about the condition of the up- 
per air above them than either one 
alone can do.

MAY BE SCARCE IN 


Farmers Advised to Take 


Immediate Steps to Insure 
Supply 


Many farmers in areas, fc 


affected by the extieme heat and 
drought aie confronted by 'the prob- 
lem of insuring a supply 
of seed 


corn for planting in 1931, s-ays the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. In 
fact, unless they recognize the situa- 
tion promptly and take 
steps to 


meet the ill effects of the drought 
may not stop with the current crop, 
the department adds. 


"It is probable there are few areas 


so seriously affected that sufficient 
corn of local adapted varieties can 
not be had for planting in 1931, but 
the seriousness of the 
conditions 


must be recognized, and step^ taken 
immediately to insure that enough 
seed of these varieties 
is "saved," 


the department says. "Furthermore, 
it should be recognized that the cus- 
tomary practice " of selecting only 
large, well-filled ears for seed can 
not and need not be adhered to in 
areas where drought and heat have 
reduced the corn 
crop 
to almost 


nothing-. 


"Farmers have given much atten- 


tion to the careful selection of their 
seed corn in recent years. As a re- 
sult, many productive strains have 
been developed that are adapted to 
the localities where they .have been 
grown. To lose these 
and replace 


them with varieties from a distance 
will in many cases not only cause 
lower yields in 1931, but will pass on 
the penalty of lower yields even to 
the third and fourth generation. 


It is imperative, 
therefore that 


farmers who have been well adapted 
strains save seed to continue these 
strains in 1931, and 
by 'seed' 
is 


meant anything that Will germinate 


"In ordinary seasons seed ears are 


selected from normal 
productive 


plants that mature reasonably with- 
in the growing season available. In 
the single-eared varieties 
'pr^duc- 


tive' means bearing one large ear, in 
the prolific varieties it means bearing 
two or more well-developed 
ears. 


Only these ears usually are sax'ed 
for seed which are reasonably well 
filled at butt and tip and with mod- 
erately straight 
rows of 
kernels. 


These, of course, 
represent only a 


small percentage of the crop and, 
in general, are 
hereditarily the 


best. Now, where the crop may con- 
sist of only a few bushels per acre, 
there are no such, ears but the nub- 
bins represent equally well the most 
productive plants.

ONNIE MACK, was 23 years 
old when he broke into major 
league baseball as a catcher 


in 18S6 with the Washington team, 
then a member 
of the 
National 


League. 


The -pre-war slogan about Wash- 


ington, being "First in war, first in 
peace, and last in 
the American 


League" -was as applicable 
a half 


century ago as it was in later years. 
Washington finished last in the Na- 
tional League race of 1886, in spite 
of the arrival of the recruit who was 
to occupy so conspicuous a role in 
baseball history. 
^ The year that the youthful Mack 
broke in was noteworthy in a num- 
ber of respects. As a backstop he was 
introduced to the new-fanglel chest 
protectoi s, an article TV Inch be-whis- 
kered, bellowing old-timers would 
have scorned. At the same time the 
size of the pitcher's box was fixed as 
seven feet by four feet. Regularly 
appointed league umpires also were 
an addition to the game. 


Pop Alison's famous Chicago team 


was at the end of its reign m win- 
ning the* pennant m 1886. The equiv- 
alent of the world's series that year 
was played with the St. Louis club 
of the American Association, man- 
aged by Charles A. 
Comiskey, fa- 


mous later as the Old Roman and 
owner of the Chicago 
White Sox 


when the American League came in- 
to being. 


St. Louis won the series, 4 games 


to 2, with a team featuring such fa- 
mous figures as Comiskey at first 
base, Latham, 
Gleason, 
Welch, 


Foutz and Hudson. Anson's Chicago 
array included, besides himself at 
first, Pieffer, Williamson, Dalrym- 
ple, the famous Michael J. (King) 
Kelly behind 
the bat 
and John 


Clarkson, the National 
League's 


foremost pitcher, doing most of tfie 
box duty. 


The same year established. Matt 


Kilroy, of the Baltimore 
club as 


strikeo'ut king, with 505 victims-of 


his fast ball. Harry Stovey of the or- 
iginal Athletics stole 96 bases and 
was the leader in this 
specialty, 


King Kelly, originator 
of the fa- 


mous "Kelly slide," 
also was the 


batting champion of 1886. But the 
records show no home run monarch 
worthy of the name, alt" ough it was 
an age of much heavy hitting. 


Mack, purchased late in the sum 


mer with four other players from 
Hartford, played his first game Sep 
tember 16, 1886. It was also the de- 
but for Gilmore, pitcher who went 
to the capital in the 
same deal. 


Known as the "Shadow battery" be- 
cause of their slim build, 
Gilmore 


and Mack celebrated their debut by 
helping the Nationals to hold the 
strong New York team to a 1-1 tie 
in eight innings. 


Mack got one of the five hits made 


off the famous Tim 
Keefe, New 


York hurler. 
He started the only 


double play of the game, being cred- 
ited with nine putouts and two as- 
sists. 
, 


Mack caught 10 games altogether 


befoie the close of the season. One 
of the pitchers he worked with was 
Hank O'Day, later a great umpire. 
For the next three 
years, he did 


more than hah! the backstopping for 
Washington, working in an average 
of "about 90 games each oeason and 
distinguished himself more by his 
smart, alert work than by any spec- 
tacular hitting. He 
was a timely 


batsman, dangerous in a pinch, but 
his best average 
was .292 for 97 


games in 1889. 


As a matter -of fact, Mack batted 


over .300 only twice in his career 
and his life-time mark, for 11 years, 
was only .231. 


Years later, in a speech, February 


12, 1930, Mack recalled 
the first 


Southern training trip he took with 
the Washington club of 1888 and 
drew the marked contrast between
